I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  12th  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Social  Services  during  1970. 

In  1969,  1 set  out  a full  history  of  the  Health  Department’s  contribution  to 
the  health  and  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  Blackburn  over  the  past  hundred 
years.  I also  expressed  my  fears  as  to  the  future  in  the  light  of  proposed 
changes  affecting  Local  Government  in  general  and  the  Health  Services  in 
particular. 

By  the  end  of  1970,  my  fears  were  obviously  being  realised  as  far  as  the 
Social  Services  were  concerned.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  Report,  my  fears 
for  the  future  of  the  Health  Service,  with  limited  information  which  has 
as  yet  filtered  through,  are  still  unabated.  I remain  most  concerned  as  to  the 
possible  fate  of  the  Community  Services  once  their  administration  at  policy 
level  has  been  swallowed  up  by  a colossus  at  Regional  Area,  completely 
divorced  from  the  very  real  (and,  yes,  parochial)  needs  of  the  lesser  urban, 
and  truly  rural  areas  of  the  new  Administration. 

However,  the  die  is  cast,  and  we  must  await  the  detailed  plans,  expected 
early  in  1972.  My  fears  may  prove  unjustified. 

Having  commented  in  detail  last  year,  however,  there  is  little  further  to 
add  in  this  Report  and  succeeding  pages  are  mainly  a statistical  catalogue  of 
events  during  1970.

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With  the  future  Area  Health  Boards  in  mind  and  the  anticipated  transfer  of 
certain  sections  to  the  new  Social  Services  Department,  it  is  hoped  that  a 
start  will  be  possible  during  1971  in  the  attachment  of  Health  Visitors, 
District  Nurses  and  Midwives  to  some  General  Practices. 

To  date  our  efforts  have  been  frustrated  by  the  demands  of  the  Welfare 
Services  on  inadequate  numbers  of  staff  and  the  problems  associated  with 
the  traditional  forms  of  Health  Department  work-loads  and  districts.  Investi- 
gations have  proceeded  during  the  year  in  an  attempt  to  iron  out  the  diffi- 
culties and  thus  ensure  a smooth  progress  when  the  changes  are  brought  into 
effect. 

In  conclusion,  I again  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
both  the  Health  and  Social  Services  and  Education  Committees  for  their 
continued  interest.

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SLUM  CLEARANCE 


Report  by  Mr.  F.  Forrest,  Senior  Housing  Inspector. 


The  representations  of  the  Galligreaves  Street  Clearance  Areas  Nos.  1,  2 
and  3 has  maintained  the  progress  as  required  by  the  Clearance  Programme. 

These  Areas,  which  will  be  incorporated  into  one  large  Compulsory 
Purchase  Order,  are  the  largest  annual  representation  of  unfit  properties 
since  Clearance  re-commenced  in  1956. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  more  noticeable  that  the  unsatisfactory  housing 
is  steadily  disappearing  from  the  Borough,  but  it  would  be  dangerous  to  allow 
any  feelings  of  complacency  to  develop  as  the  problem,  still  to  be  dealt  with, 
is  blatantly  obvious. 

The  impact  of  the  Improvement  Grant  Scheme  will,  no  doubt,  tend 
towards  easier  living  conditions.  The  introduction  into  homes  of  lush,  modern 
fittings  will  lessen  the  work  for  the  housewife,  and,  no  doubt,  the  pattern  for 
family  upbringing  will  improve.  However,  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  these 
fittings  will  be  installed  into  structures,  many  of  which  are  between  80  and 
100  years  old,  and  this  factor  must  not  be  under-emphasised. 

Four  walls  and  a roof,  even  with  the  basic  amenities,  do  not  make  a home. 
A good  house  cannot  wholly  offset  the  depressing  effects  of  drab  surroundings. 
The  mass  building  of  “bye-law”  housing  following  the  Public  Health  Act. 
1875,  has  left  such  towns  as  Blackburn  with  a huge  problem,  for  which  there 
there  is  no  easy  answer. 

One  hope  lies  in  that,  with  the  increased  educational  facilities,  the  aspira- 
tions of  the  modern  homemaker  will  offset  the  depressed  apathy  of  people 
who  have  grown  habituated  to  neglect  and  deprivation.

Offensive  Trades 

The  number  of  offensive  trades  is  three.  These  consist  of  one  Fat  Extracting ; 
one  Gut  Scraping  and  one  Tripe  Boiling.  There  is  also  one  Knackers  Yard. 
All  are  visited  regularly. 


Insanitary  Dwellings 

Nine  houses  were  closed  during  the  year  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation. 


Verminous  Premises  and  Persons 

Two  hundred  and  eighty  one  premises  comprising  one  thousand  and  seven 
rooms  have  been  disinfested.  Four  hundred  and  forty  four  infested  persons 
were  treated  at  the  Cleansing  Centre. 


Infected  Premises 

Sixty-six  private  dwelling  houses  comprising  eighty  three  rooms,  were 
disinfected  following  cases  of  infectious  disease. 


Common  Lodging  Houses 

The  Salvation  Army  Hostel  (71  male  lodgers)  in  Regent  Street  is  the  only 
common  lodging  house  in  the  Borough. 

It  is  inspected  regularly  and  is  a well  run  establishment.  The  number  of 
homeless  men  has  declined  in  recent  years  and  this  lodging  house  appears  to 
be  quite  adequate  for  their  needs. 


Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

There  are  a number  of  houses  in  multiple  occupation  in  the  town.  There 
is  no  preponderence  of  immigrants  occupying  this  type  of  accommodation  as 
most  appear  to  buy  houses  of  their  own.  It  is  true  however  that  they  tend  to 
live  in  certain  areas  of  the  town. 


Local  Land  Charge  Enquiries 

When  properties  are  put  up  for  sale  the  solicitor  for  the  purchaser 
enquires  from  the  Local  Authority  whether  or  not  there  is  anything  out- 
standing against  the  premises.  So  far  as  this  department  is  concerned 
it  means  checking  by  the  various  inspectors  to  see  if  any  requirements  of 
the  following  Acts  have  not  been  complied  with  : Public  Health  ; Housing  ; 
Food  and  Drugs  ; Shops,  etc.,  and  Clean  Air  Acts. 

During  the  year  enquiries  were  received  concerning  two  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  seventy  seven  premises. 
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RODENT  CONTROL. 


Sewer  Control 

During  the  year  970  manholes  which  had  been  infested  at  some  time  in  the 
past  were  poisoned  using  oatmeal  with  paranitrophenol  and  the  poison 
fluoracetamide.  No  test  baiting  was  carried  out  due  to  staff  shortage  and  to 
the  other  commitments  of  the  operators. 


Surface  Control 

During  1970,  1315  complaints  of  rat  and  mouse  infestation  were  received. 
This  is  363  more  than  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  complaints  of  rats 
increased  by  74  to  680  and  complaints  of  mice  increased  by  289  to  635.  On 
investigation  however,  321  complaints  did  not  show  any  infestation.  Empty 
houses  which  are  quickly  vandalised  and  used  as  rubbish  tips  continue  to  be 
a source  of  trouble  and  complaint.  During  the  year  a stretch  of  the  Leeds  and 
and  Liverpool  Canal  was  treated.

No  prosecutions  were  instituted  during  the  year  but  two  cautions  were 
issued :

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  6th  July,  1957,  and  amended  the 
Rent  and  Mortgage  Interest  Restrictions  Acts  1920  to  1939  and  other 
enactments  relating  to  the  control  of  rents  and  the  right  to  retain  possession 
of  houses.  Whilst  the  Act  dealt  in  the  main  with  matters  relating  to  landlord 
and  tenant,  it  made  provisions  whereby  a tenant  may  imder  certain  cir- 
cumstances, make  application  to  the  Local  Authority  for  a certificate  of 
disrepair.  No  applications  were  received  for  certificates  of  disrepair  during 
the  year.

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Progress  Report 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


I am  indebted  to  the  Borough  Engineer  for  the  following  comments  on 
Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  sewage  disposal  works  at  Samlesbury  now  serve  not  only  the  whole  of 
the  Borough  but  also  caters  for  certain  parts  of  Blackburn  Rural  District. 
The  effluent  now  produced  complies  with  the  requirements  of  the  Lancashire 
River  Authority,  this  being  to  a standard  which  is  higher  than  in  many  other 
parts  of  the  country. 

The  sewerage  scheme  serving  the  Southerly  portion  of  the  Borough  referred 
to  previously  has  been  completed  and  extended  from  Lower  Darwen  to  Roman 
Road  Industrial  Estate. 

Authorisation  has  been  given  for  a new  main  drainage  scheme.  This 
includes  a main  outfall  sewer  from  Samlesbury  Sewage  Works  to  Pleasington 
Fields.  This  will  be  followed  by  the  Blakewater  interceptor  sewer  through  the 
centre  of  the  Borough. 

It  is  also  proposed  to  construct  a main  drainage  scheme  from  Darwen 
Street  Bridge  to  Shadsworth  Industrial  site.

Brucella  Abortus 

Six  milks  were  found  to  be  infected  with  Brucella  Abortus  organisms.  Two 
were  from  a herd  in  Blackburn  County  Borough.  The  milk  from  this  herd 
was  required  to  be  heat  treated  before  retail  sale. 

The  remaining  four  were  produced  in  adjoining  areas,  the  milk  being  sold 
retail  in  the  County  Borough. 

The  appropriate  Authorities  were  notified  and  steps  were  taken  to  ensure 
that  the  herds  concerned  were  rendered  free  from  inJfection. 

Cream 

Thirteen  samples  of  cream  were  bacteriologically  examined  and  six  found 
to  be  satisfactory.  Seven  were  reported  unsatisfactory. 

Foods  other  than  milk 

Fifty-six  samples  of  a variety  of  foods,  mainly  cooked  meats,  were  sent 
for  bacteriological  examination.  Of  these,  ten  were  considered  to  be  un- 
satisfactory. The  producers  and  retailers  of  these  unsatisfactory  foods  were 
interviewed  and  advised. 

Bottles 

Twelve  washed  mineral  water  bottles  have  also  been  bacteriologically 
examined.  All  were  reported  satisfactory.

During  the  year,  no  cases  were  discovered  during  meat  inspeaion 
at  the  Abattoir.

Food  Poisoning 

Thirty  four  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  discovered  during  the  year. 


Fertiliser  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act,  1926 

Twelve  informal  samples  of  feeding  stuffs  and  fertilisers  were  examined 
by  the  Analyst  during  the  year.  Nine  were  reported  satisfactory  and  three 
vmsatisfactory.  The  necessary  action  was  taken  following  report  on  the 
unsatisfactory  samples. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 

During  the  year  ninety  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst.  Eighty  three  samples  were  reported  satisfactory,  six  samples 
were  reported  unsatisfactory  because  of  poor  quality,  and  one  sample  unsatis- 
factory owing  to  fat  deficiency.  In  each  case  the  producers  were  advised  and  a 
warning  given  where  called  for.  A further  one  hundred  and  forty-three 
samples  of  other  foods  and  drugs  were  taken,  eleven  of  which  were  reported 
as  adulterated.

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NOISE  ABATEMENT. 


During  the  year  18  complaints  of  noise  nuisance  were  investigated.  Of  these 
3 were  in  relation  to  noise  from  industry,  5 from  commercial  activities  and 
10  from  domestic  premises.  Of  the  latter  8 related  to  barking  dogs.  Complaints 
of  noise  from  domestic  premises  are  often  difficult  to  deal  with,  owing  to  the 
necessity  of  avoiding  friction  between  neighbours. 

Investigations  are  very  time  consuming  because  numerous  visits,  both 
during  the  day  and  often  at  night  are  sometimes  necessary,  in  order  to  properly 
assess  the  situation. 

There  have  been  no  cases  where  legal  action  has  been  necessary  and  we 
have  relied  upon  persuasion  and  co-operation. 


Details  of  complaints  investigated  are  as  follows : 

(1)  Domestic:  Dog  Barking. 

Not  considered  to  be  a noise  nuisance.  No  further  complaints. 

(2)  Domestic:  Dog  Barking. 

This  was  in  a flat.  The  matter  was  resolved  by  the  occupier  ceasing  to  keep  a 
dog  in  the  flat.

There  was 
some  improvement  after  this  episode,  but  the  problem  will  undoubtedly  arise 
again.

(11)  Industrial:  Noise  from  Paper  Mill. 

Complaint  from  resident  a considerable  distance  from  the  mill  that  when  the 
wind  was  in  a certain  direction  she  could  hear  and  was  annoyed  by  a noise.

Various  alterations  made  with  no  results 
Finally  trouble  cleared  to  a vibrating  pipe  which,  after  being  insulated,  cured 
the  trouble.

Noise  caused  by  gears  of  a hydraulic  press.  The  assistance  of  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories  was  obtained.  After  gears  enclosed  and  run  in  an  oil  bath,  it  reduced 
the  noise. 

(14)  Commercial:  Noise  from  Launderette. 

Caused  by  a vibrating  dry  cleaning  machine.  Trouble  finally  resolved  by  having 
the  machine  re-sited  in  a different  position.

Complaint  not  considered  to  be  justified.  Complainant  withdrew  complaint.

After  speaking  to  both  parties  concerned  the  matter  was  resolved.

A recurrence  of  a nuisance  reported  last  year.  Although  some  works  have  been 
carried  out  the  problem  has  not  yet  been  solved,  but  further  investigations  are 
proceeding. 

(18)  Domestic:  Continuous  banging  of  doors  by  a neighbour.

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THE  OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 
ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1970 

(1st  January  - 31st  December) 

Report  by  Mr.  N.  Morris,  Shops  and  Offices  inspector 


There  was  a marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  registered  retail  shops 
during  the  year  due  mainly  to  the  vaction  of  premises  in  Phase  III  of  the 
Central  Area  Re-Development  and  Slum  Clearance  and  Compulsory  Purchase 
Schemes.  It  was  found  that  a number  of  employers  affected  went  out  of 
business  and  those  who  did  not  were  lax  in  re-registering  their  new  premises. 

PhBse  of  the  Central  Area  Re-development  progressed  during  the  year 
and  some  doubts  arose  as  to  the  effectiveness  of  the  ventilation  of  the  service 
roads  in  both  Phase  I and  Phase  II.  Tests  carried  out  in  Phase  I appeared  to 
indicate  that  some  alteration  to  the  ventilating  system  would  be  necessary  but 
the  Developer’s  Consultants  did  not  agree.  It  was  decided  to  carry  out  further 
tests  on  the  completion  of  Phase  II. 


Registration  and  General  Inspection  of  Premises 


Ninety-two  notifications  of  employment  of  persons  were  received  during 
the  year  and  one  hundred  and  sixty  three  were  taken  off  the  register.  Nine 
hundred  and  one  premises  remained  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Three  hundred  and  fifty  two  general  inspections  were  carried  out. 

Details  are  set  out  in  Appendix  I.

Investigations  were  made  into  twenty-five  of  these  accidents  but  no  serious 
contraventions  of  the  Act  were  found.  Letters  were  sent  to  the  occupiers  of 
two  premises  and  advice  given  in  several  other  cases.  Occupiers  are  reminded, 
during  every  general  inspection  of  their  premises  of  the  requirements  in  the 
Act  regarding  accident  notifications.  During  August  and  September  no 
accidents  were  notified.  It  did  not  appear  feasible  that  all  employees  had 
become  “accident  conscious”  but  enquiries  at  the  Department  of  Health  & 
Social  Security  and  the  Ambulance  Station  did  not  reveal  any  notifiable 
accidents  during  this  period. 
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Health  and  Welfare  Provisions — Contraventions 


Cleanliness  : (Section  4) 

Out  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  two  premises  inspected,  cleanliness  was  unsatis- 
factory to  some  degree  in  forty  three  cases. 

Overcrowding  ; (Section  5) 

In  one  premises  the  number  of  persons  employed  in  a particular  room  exceeded 
that  permitted. 

Temperature  : (Seaion  6(2)) 

Where  work  does  not  involve  severe  physical  effort  a temperature  of  16°C  (60.8°F) 
must  be  maintained  after  the  first  hour.  In  eight  cases  the  temperature  was 
found  to  be  below  that  required. 

Thermometers  ; (Section  6(4)) 

A sufficient  number  of  thermometers  was  not  provided  in  seventy  one  premises. 
In  some  of  these  cases  thermometers  had  been  provided  but  were  broken,  others 
were  not  registering  correctly. 

Ventilation  : (Section  7) 

Ventilation  of  some  part  of  the  premises  was  regarded  as  inadequate  in  twenty- 
eight  cases. 

Lighting  ; (Section  8) 

In  eight  cases  the  lighting  of  some  part  of  the  premises  was  considered  to  be  not 
sufficient  or  suitable. 

Sanitary  Conveniences  : (Section  9 — Sanitary  Conveniences  Regs.  1964) 

In  seventy  three  cases  the  Sanitary  Conveniences  were  in  some  way  unsuitable. 
In  one  case  numbers  were  insufficient. 

Washing  Facilities  : (Section  10 — The  Washing  Facilities  Regs.  1964) 

In  forty  one  cases  unsuitable  washing  facilities  were  provided,  whilst  in  one 
the  facilities  were  considered  insufficient. 

Drinking  Water  : (Section  11) 

In  no  cases  was  the  supply  of  drinking  water  inadequate. 

Accommodation  for  Clothing  : (Section  12) 

In  four  instances  only  was  there  inadequate  accommodation  for  outdoor  clothing. 

Sitting  Facilities  : (Section  13) 

Suitable  facilities  are  to  be  provided  at  suitable  places  for  employees  to  sit  when 
the  opportunity  arises.  In  one  case  none  were  provided. 

Seats  for  Sedentary  Work  : (Section  14) 

Where  work  is,  or  can  be  done  sitting,  suitable  seats,  and  where  necessary, 
foot  rests  are  to  be  provided.  In  all  instances  those  provided  were  considered  suitable. 

Eating  Facilities  : (Section  15) 

Where  employees  in  shops  eat  meals  there,  suitable  and  sufficient  facilities  are 
to  be  provided.  The  arrangements  were  satisfactory  in  all  of  the  premises  visited. 
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Floors,  Passages  and  Stairs  : (Section  16) 

In  seventy  five  cases  some  cause  for  complaint  was  found.  In  many  instances 
the  handrail  to  the  stairs  was  inadequate  or  non-existent,  in  others,  worn  treads, 
worn  nosings  to  treads,  defective  floor  coverings  and  badly  worn  floor  boards  accounted 
for  a number  of  the  unsatisfactory  conditions. 

Fencing  of  Exposed  Parts  of  Machinery  : (Section  17 — The  Prescribed 

Dangerous  Machine  Order,  1964) 

Every  dangerous  part  of  any  machinery  used,  as  or  forming  part  of,  the  equipment 
of  premises,  shall  be  securely  fenced  unless  so  positioned  or  constructed  as  to  be  safe. 
In  eighteen  instances  machinery  was  found  to  be  inadequately  fenced. 

First  Aid  : (Section  24 — The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
First  Aid  Order,  1964) 

A First  Aid  Box  had  not  been  provided  at  many  of  the  premises  inspected,  in 
other  cases  the  Box  did  not  contain  the  necessary  requisites  and  appliances.  Eighty  nine 
contraventions  were  found,  due  mainly  to  non-replaccment  of  used  materials. 

Disposal  of  Sanitary  Dressings  : (The  Sanitary  Conveniences  Regulations,  1964) 
At  five  premises  the  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  sanitary  dressings  was 
not  satisfactory. 

Dangerous  Conditions  and  Practices  : (Section  22) 

In  three  cases  conditions  existed  where  there  was  an  element  of  danger. 

Exemption  from  Certain  Provisions  : (Section  46) 

No  applications  for  exemptions  were  received  or  granted. 

Abstract  : (Section  50 — The  Information  for  Employees  Regulations  1965) 

The  Regulations  require  an  employer  to  keep  on  display  an  Abstract  of  the  Act, 
or  to  give  each  employee  a specified  explanatory  booklet.  In  one  hundred  and  two 
instances  this  Regulation  was  not  complied  with. 

Details  and  summary  of  contraventions  found  and  remedied  are  shown  in 
Appendix  II. 
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General 


Good  co-operation  with  the  various  Corporation  Departments,  H.M, 
Factory  Inspectorate  and  The  Building  Design  Partnership  has  continued 
during  the  year  and  many  problems  have  been  resolved.  The  assistance  of 
Mr.  S.  Hargreaves  of  the  Chemistry  Department  of  the  College  of  Tech- 
nology and  Design  in  taking  atmospheric  tests  in  the  Central  Area  Redevelop- 
ment is  again  greatly  appreciated. 

The  inspection  of  plans  submitted  has  continued,  but  an  increasing  number 
fall  below  the  standards  and  requirements  of  the  Act  and  Regulations.

AIR  POLLUTION 


Report  by  Mr.  J.  Pye,  Smoke  Abatement  Ojficer 

Control  of  Pollution  from  Industrial  processes 


Bearing  in  mind  the  current  state  of  technical  knowledge  the  amount  of 
smoke  emitted  from  these  processes  within  the  Borough  is  at  a minimum, 
and  certainly  within  legally  permitted  limits.  Whilst  this  stems,  in  the  main, 
from  past  endeavours,  it  calls  upon  a continued  vigilance  to  maintain  it  so. 
New  processes  frequently  bring  fresh  problems  in  their  train,  particularly  in 
the  disposal  of  waste  product  where  incineration  can  result  in  useful  heat 
being  available.  The  incineration  of  plastics,  including  P.V.C.  and  man-made 
fibres  has  to  be  closely  supervised  to  reduce  both  smoke  and  gaseous  pollution. 
Control  of  smoke  from  the  burning  of  recognised  fuel  presents  no  particular 
problem,  but  emission  of  grit  and  dust,  fumes  and  gasses  frequently  do. 

A reminder  of  the  serious  effects  of  these  latter  pollutants  came  early  in  the 
year,  when  complaint  was  made  to  this  department  that  the  cellulose  paint- 
work on  motor  cars  was  being  seriously  damaged  when  the  cars  were  parked 
in  the  vicinity  of  a local  foundry.  The  effect  was  to  cause  pitting  and  rough- 
ening of  the  paintwork  and  was  extremely  difficult  to  rectify.  Investigations 
showed  that  emissions  of  sand  and  fine  metal  dust  from  the  foundry  arose 
from  defective  handling  techniques.  Remedial  measures  were  put  into  eflfect 
and  an  increase  in  the  efficiency  of  attestation  of  grit  and  dust  from  cupola 
furnaces  was  brought  about  by  improving  the  washing  system.  Metal  oxides 
from  these  latter  furnaces  may  have  played  a part  in  the  nuisance  and  combus- 
tion techniques  were  also  improved  with  a view  to  reducing  oxide  emissions. 

Whilst  these  remedial  measures  had  considerable  effect,  it  has  to  be  borne 
in  mind  that  sulphurous  gasses  are  inevitably  associated  with  foundries, 
arising  from  coke  fuel  to  the  furnaces,  pyrites  in  coal  slack  used  in  moulding 
sand  and  fuel  oil  burnt  in  small  furnaces  as  well  as  the  main  boiler  plant; 
associated  synergistically  with  other  emissions  including  some  grit  and 
dust — as  arresting  equipment  is  not  100%  efficient  — there  must  be  a higher 
level  of  pollution  in  the  neighbourhood  of  these  industries  than  elsewhere. 

In  all,  some  28  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  investigations. 

Indiscriminate  burning  of  factory  waste  has  been  considerably  reduced  as 
a result  of  inhibiting  legislation  now  in  force.  Local  Authorities  do  not 
however,  have  powers  to  control  emissions  of  smoke  or  fumes  from  processes 
subject  to  Registration  under  the  Alkali  Works  Regulation  Act,  1906,  and 
difficulties  continue  to  arise  from  indiscriminate  burning,  usually  in  scrap 
metal  works,  in  order  to  recover  metal  from  scrap  cable,  which  is  a Register- 
able  process.  The  small  merchant  cannot  provide  necessary  equipment  which 
would  be  a condition  of  Registration  and  burning  is  therefore  illegally  carried 
out,  despite  warnings,  but  in  the  absence  of  the  District  Alkali  inspector 
when  an  offence  is  actually  being  committed,  no  effective  control  exists. 

Discussions  with  a representative  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  took  place  in  connection  with  this  and  similar  enforcement 
problems  where  a firm  is  Registered,  but  regrettably  with  no  apparent  success. 

This  Authority’s  view  is  that  an  experienced  local  authority  officer  should 
be  authorised  to  report  offences  and  formal  action  taken  thereon  by  the 
Alkali  Inspectorate,  where  smoke  arises  from  processes  registered  or  register- 
able  with  that  body. 
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During  the  year  three  complaints  only  were  received  of  smoke  or  soot 
emissions.  All  were  investigated  and  remedial  action  taken  informally. 
A further  complaint  arose  from  the  emission  of  fume  from  a small  furnace 
at  a jobbing  foundry.  Advice  was  given  to  reduce  smoke  and  fume  and  no 
further  complaints  were  received. 

Other  complaints  received  and  investigated  included  a smell  from  a bacon 
smoking  process,  and  of  grit  and  dust  from  a fuel-storage  depot.  In  the 
latter  case  the  yard  was  swept  and  water  sprays  fitted  to  the  charging  units 
to  reduce  wind-borne  dust. 

Eleven  observations  were  made  of  industrial  chimneys  during  the  year,  and 
six  verbal  warnings  given  regarding  minor  infringements. 

Of  twelve  applications  for  approval  of  the  heights  of  chinmeys  serving 
boiler  or  furnace  plant,  nine  were  approved ; including  one  where  the  internal 
diameter  of  the  existing  chimney  was  required  to  be  reduced  to  effect  a higher 
rate  of  waste-gas  discharge.  One  was  not  approved;  one  was  found  not  to 
require  approval  and  one  was  carried  over  into  1971.  One  application  was 
received  and  approved,  for  exemption  in  respect  of  the  height  of  a chimney 
serving  a temporary  boiler,  the  exemption  being  for  a period  of  one  year. 

In  addition  to  the  erection  of  new  chimneys  as  detailed  above,  six  new 
steam-raising  boilers  were  installed  in  industrial  premises  dining  the  year 
and  eight  air  heaters.  In  two  cases,  additionally,  the  fuel  was  changed  from 
solid  to  liquid. 

A request  to  lower  the  height  of  a chimney  was  refused,  and  in  a further 
case  granted. 

Legal  action  in  respect  of  an  alleged  contravention  of  Section  1 of  the  Clean 
Air  Act  1968  was  withdrawn  after  consultation  with  the  legal  representative 
of  a firm  of  demolition  contractors. 

A warning  was  sent  to  a firm  in  respect  of  the  installation  of  two  furnaces 
for  which  prior  notice  of  a proposal  to  do  so  had  not  been  given  to  this 
authority. 

I am  appreciative  of  the  continued  co-operation  of  Mr.  R.  H.  Smith,  the 
District  Alkali  Inspector  and  Mr.  W.  Williams,  the  Chief  Fire  Officer  and  his 
staff. 


Smoke  Control  Areas  and  Control  of  Pollution  from 
Domestic  Chimneys 

This  year  was  designated  “European  Conservation  Year”.  It  began  by  a 
drastic  shortage,  both  nationally  and  more  so  locally,  of  solid  smokeless  fuels. 
Normal  surveillance  of  all  operative,  smoke  control  areas  had  to  be  withdrawn 
in  order  to  allow,  quite  informally,  householders  to  burn  coal  to  guard  against 
hardship  which  might  otherwise  occur. 

This  imsatisfactory  situation  continued  throughout  the  winter  months 
until  supplies  resumed  normality  in  late  Spring. 

Anticipating  a repetition  of  this  situation  during  the  winter  of  1970/71  the 
Corporation  was  approached  by  representatives  of  the  solid  fuel  distributive 
trade  who  warned  against  enforcement  of  smoke  control  during  that  period 
and  requested  the  suspension  of  all  existing  operative  Smoke  Control  Orders. 
Assistance  in  directing  such  solid  smokeless  fuels  as  are  available  to  the  smoke 
control  areas  was  refused  and  the  Corporation  resolved,  in  order  to  alleviate 
against  possible  hardship,  to  suspend  the  operation  of  the  Nos.  1,  2 and  3 
Orders  from  1st  November,  1970  to  30th  April  1971. 
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In  the  event  up  to  the  end  of  the  year,  shortages  of  solid  smokeless  fuels 
were  not  apparent  and  there  was  little  visible  evidence  of  a mass  reversion 
to  coal  within  those  areas  under  suspension. 

Such  a situation  should  never  have  been  allowed  to  develop,  whereby  the 
whole  of  a smoke  control  programme  could  be  brought  to  a halt  and  past 
endeavours  in  respect  of  time  and  money  as  well  as  the  effects  on  the  future 
health  of  the  community  be  jeopardised  by  a fuel  industry  which  contributes 
approximately  20%  only  of  the  fuel  burnt  within  recently  formed  areas; 
and  that  industry  has  something  to  answer  for. 

In  consequence  of  the  shortage  of  solid  smokeless  fuels,  it  was  felt  necessary 
to  postpone  the  making  of  the  No.  1 1 Smoke  Control  Order. 

The  No.  10  Order  was  confirmed  on  the  23rd  June,  the  operative  date  being 
set  for  the  1st  July,  1971.

Conferences  and  Exhibitions 

The  Annual  Conference  of  the  National  Society  for  Clean  Air  was  held  in 
Southport  during  October,  and  I was  again  privileged  to  attend. 

The  Solid  Smokeless  Fuels  Federation’s  mobile  demonstration  unit  was 
sited  on  two  occasions,  within  the  Nos.  10  and  1 1 (proposed)  areas. 


Detection  and  Measurement  of  Pollution 

Previous  reports  on  this  field  of  activity  have  included  figures  obtained 
from  the  two  gauges,  measuring  sulphur  oxides  and  smoke  particles,  which  are 
sited  within  Shadsworth  housing  estate  and  on  the  roof  of  the  College  of 
Technology  and  Design  and  presented  in  tabular  form. 

More  striking  presentations  demonstrating  the  results  of  10  years  of  effort 
in  the  abatement  of  smoke  pollution,  are  set  out  below.

79  new  patients  attended  the  ante-natal  discharge  clinic.

The  8 males  were  babies  requiring  blood  tests  for  adoption.  The  71  females 
were  divided  as  follows : 


Gonorrhoea  1 

Trichomonas  Vaginitis  8 
Thrush  Vaginitis  20 

Not  requiring  treatment  42 

On  the  pathological  side  specimens  were  taken  107  times  and  cultures  to 
exclude  the  gonococcus  97  times. 

Total  attendance  was  123  in  41  clinics. 

The  return  for  the  whole  of  Blackburn  showed  only  a slight  increase  to  a 
total  of  755.  Of  these  cases  231  were  gonorrhoea,  which  again  showed  a rise 
of  20%  on  last  year.  Of  these  cases  of  gonorrhoea  Aliens  accounted  for  only 
3.5%  and  teenagers  16%.  There  were  also  during  the  year  8 new  cases  of 
early  contagious  syphilis,  some  of  which  were  contracted  in  the  Borough  and 
some  from  abroad.

The  commonest  single  cause  of  impairment  is  arthritis,  but  this  in  itself 
does  not  always  result  in  a person  being  totally  handicapped  and  many  are 
able  to  carry  out  their  every  day  activities  without  much  difficulty  providing 
they  have  been  supplied  with  some  Aids  to  Daily  Living  or  have  had  minor 
alterations  carried  out  in  their  homes.  The  more  seriously  handicapped  need 
more  than  this  and  some  require  specially  designed  accommodation — this  group 
being  handicapped  by  such  as  Muscular  Dystrophy,  Cerebral  Haemorrhage, 
Multiple  Sclerosis,  or  Poliomyelitis. 

It  is  difficult  to  place  all  of  our  registered  handicapped  persons  into  tidy 
categories  but  an  attempt  has  been  made.  It  must  be  appreciated,  however, 
that  this  was  no  easy  task  and  that  the  divisions  between  categories  are  not 
clear  cut.

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Whilst  most  of  the  provisions  of  the  Chronically  Sick  and  Disabled  Persons 
Act  1970  have  been  operated  in  Blackburn  for  many  years,  one  or  two  add- 
ditional  services,  not  previously  provided,  became  obligatory.  These  additions 
resulted  in  a great  number  of  enquiries  from  members  of  the  public,  thus  the 
case  load,  already  becoming  too  much  for  the  one  Welfare  Officer,  was 
increased  even  further,  and  during  the  year  1,535  home  visits  were  made  — a 
15%  increase. 

Some  of  these  enquiries  were  due  to  the  publicity  given  to  the  provision 
of  the  new  Act  that  a disabled  person  may  be  provided  with,  or  have  assistance 
in,  obtaining  a telephone,  and  any  special  equipment  necessary  to  enable  him/ 
her  to  use  it  providing  that  the  Local  Authority  are  satisfied  that  this  is 
necessary  in  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  that  person.  It  is  worth  mentioning, 
however,  that  this  provision  was  already  available  under  schemes  made  in 
Section  29  of  the  1948  National  Assistance  Act.  To  install  a telephone  in 
the  homes  of  each  of  the  presently  registered  handicapped  persons  would  cost 
some  ;(/6,000  ! ! This  figure  omits  rental  ! ! Surely  some  stringent  criteria 
are  necessary  ? Might  not,  however,  the  installation  of  a telephone  increase 
the  isolation  of  a handicapped  person  — relatives  making  the  easier  telephone 
call  which  is  not  really  a substitute  for  a personal  visit. 

However,  £15200  was  spent  on  structural  alterations  to  over  30  properties 
a 25%  increase  in  expenditure  on  1969.  These  adaptations  included  such 
items  as  laying  drives  and  garage  bases  to  accomodate  invalid  vehicles; 
the  removal  of  steps  and  substitution  by  ramps  and  handrails;  showers  to 
replace  baths. 

Further,  six  more  purpose  built  flats  were  completed  and  six  severely 
handicapped  persons  took  up  residence.  These  flats  are  linked  by  “intercom” 
to  the  nearby  Kingsway  Hotel.  Similar  units  are  being  built  at  Ashworth 
Street  and  near  the  new  Brookside  Hostel,  but  more  will  be  necessary.  An 
assessment  survey  of  the  needs  and  wishes  of  the  registered  handicapped 
persons  at  the  end  of  the  year  is  shown  opposite. 

Considering  the  increase  in  the  number  of  elderly  persons  in  the  town 
together  with  the  proportionate  increase  in  the  numbers  of  handicapped 
persons,  it  seems  necessary  that  the  Planners  give  early  consideration  to 
greater  provision  of  suitable  accommodation  for  these  people  — the  majority 
of  whom  require  1/2  bedroomed  ground  floor  flats. 

In  order  to  make  use  of  their  professional  training,  the  Occupational 
Therapists  took  over  the  assessment  for  Aids  to  Daily  Living  at  the  end  of 
1969  and,  with  a trebled  expenditure,  the  following  were  provided:

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As  well  as  their  need  for  Aids  to  Daily  Living,  some  of  the  time  of  a 
handicapped  person,  is,  of  necessity,  spent  in  the  kitchen  and  perhaps  too 
little  attention  is  paid  to  this  aspect  of  their  life.  So,  in  addition  to  the  specially 
designed  kitchens  installed  in  the  flats  mentioned  above,  the  following 
adaptations  were  made: 


Shelves  moved  to  more  convenient  height  7

Even  more  help  is  probably  needed  in  the  home  and  with  the  shopping,  and 
the  Home  Help  Service  may  well  have  to  be  doubled  to  cope.  But  could  not 
Voluntary  Organisations  help  in  this  matter? 

Many  domiciliary  visits  were  made  by  the  Senior  Occupational  Therapist, 
Mrs.  Price,  in  connection  with  housing  applications  — these  visits  resulting 
in  more  persons  being  registered  as  Handicapped  and  being  supplied  with 
aids.  With  the  commencement,  later  in  1971,  of  the  Assessment  Clinic  at  the 
Workshops  for  the  Blind  to  be  run  by  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
in  conjunction  with  the  Senior  Occupational  Therapist,  it  is  obvious  that  there 
will  be  a need  for  further  increase  in  expenditure  in  respect  of  both  Aids  and 
Adaptations. 

This  Clinic  will  necessitate  the  buying  of  extra  equipment  for  Occupational 
Therapy  but  the  end  result  should  be  improved  mobility  and  ability  of  the 
handicapped  — particularly  those  who  handicaps  are  recent  and  whom  it  is 
hoped  can  be  improved  sufficiently  to  return  to  near  normal  life.  During  the 
year  assessments  of  newly  registered  handicapped  persons  were  carried  out 
in  their  homes  or  at  the  Workshops,  by  the  Occupational  Therapists,  and  their 
employment  possibilities  investigated.  Unfortunately  many  are  only  suitable 
for  time-occupying  handcraft  but,  providing  there  is  an  expansion  in  the  type 
of  sheltered  work  available  at  the  Workshops,  sufficient  numbers  of  handi- 
capped persons  could  be  productive  — this  may  necessitate  the  introduction 
of  “piece-work”  and  varying  the  duration  of  each  person’s  attendance. 

Regular  visits  to  Blackamoor  Special  School  were  made  and  many  of  the 
school  leavers  were  assessed  with  a view  to  employment  within  their  physical 
capabilities.  Swimming  classes,  mainly  children  and  young  adults,  continued 
throughout  the  year  and  were  increased  to  three  sessions  per  week  until 
December  1st  1970  when  Miss  J.  Entwisle  left.  It  was  with  regret  that  her 
services  terminated,  but  necessarily  a happy  event  for  her  — marriage  and 
domicile  in  Uganda.  It  is  hoped,  rather  forlornly,  that  a replacement  will  be 
obtained  early  in  1971  as  the  need  for  two  Occupational  Therapists  is  apparent 
when  one  considers  the  expanding  service  that  will  be  available  once  the 
alterations  at  Mill  Hill  are  completed  (see  Table  38.)

Holidays  were  arranged  and  enjoyed  by  30  severly  handicapped  persons 
from  Blackburn  at  a total  cost  to  the  Local  Authority  of  £i22>.  Transport  to 
and  from  these  holiday  venues,  with  the  exception  of  Bournemouth,  was 
provided  by  the  Department’s  two  special  vehicles  and  private  cars.  Six 
handicapped  persons  at  private  holiday  accommodation  in  Southport,  Lytham, 
Blackpool  and  Bournemouth.  Fifteen  handicapped  persons  went  to  Prestatyn 
Holiday  Camp  in  September.  This  party  decided  at  the  outset  of  the  holiday 
to  enter  all  the  camp  activities  and  competitions,  and  due  to  their  enthusiasm 
and  the  ingenuity  and  hardwork  of  the  handicraft  instructress  and  Mr.  W. 
Sager  who  accompanied  them,  no  fewer  than  thirteen  first  and  second  prizes 
were  carried  off  by  Blackburn’s  party  of  fifteen,  to  their  delight  and  envy  of 
other  parties.  An  additional  party  of  nine  handicapped  persons  were  sent  to 
Pontins  Holiday  Camp  at  Squire’s  Gate,  Blackpool  for  one  week  in  October 
through  liaison  with  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  who  supervised  and  all 
attentions  provided. 

Other  social  activities  during  the  year  included  afternoon  outings  in  the 
Kibble  Valley,  Christmas  Party  on  15th  December  at  which  over  100  handi- 
capped persons  attended,  and  two  concerts  at  the  Workshops  for  the  Blind. 
Two  other  evenings  were  cancelled  due  to  lack  of  support  or  transport 
difficulties.  It  would  appear  that  the  various  Voluntary  Societies  are  more 
interested  in  having  their  own  central  premises  than  in  sharing  the  facilities 
available  in  the  evenings  at  the  Workshops,  and  individuals  may  be  more 
interested  in  the  television  than  a social  evening  out.

Orthoptic  Clinic 


The  staffing  situation  at  the  beginning  of  1970,  consisted  of  one  full  time 
Orthoptist. 

We  were  glad  to  obtain  the  services  of  Mrs.  P Jennison  in  January,  working 
on  a sessional  basis. 

Both  East  and  West  patients  continued  to  be  seen  at  Larkhill  Health 
Centre  until  March,  when  Miss  S.  Badley  joined  the  staff  in  a full-time 
capacity,  and  full  sessions  were  immediately  re-established  at  Montague 
Health  Centre. 

This  situation  continued  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  year, — 16 
sessions  per  fortnight  being  carried  out  at  both  the  Larkhill  and  Montague 
Health  Centres,  and  5 sessions  weekly  at  Blackburn  Royal  Infirmary. 

Towards  the  end  of  1970,  the  Orthoptic  Department  became  responsible 
for  the  visual  screening  of  School  Entrants,  and  393  children  were  assessed 
in  14  schools  in  the  West  sector. 

Our  thanks  go  to  Mr.  P.  R.  Stevens  and  Dr.  D.  M.  Somerville  for  their 
continued  interest  and  help  in  the  running  of  the  Department.

A quarter  of  the  time  allocated  for  appointments  was  lost  by  the  consider- 
able number  of  failed-to-attends,  which  is  disturbing  when  it  is  remembered 
that  while  waiting  lists  do  vary,  the  length  of  time  can  be  more  than  3 months. 
The  majority  of  children  seen  have  varying  degrees  of  language  disorders, 
frequently  associated  with  dyslalia.  There  are  a few  stammerers  and  cleft- 
palate  patients,  but  the  incidence  of  these  in  Blackburn  who  reach  the  depart- 
ment would  appear  to  be  small. 

Open  Air  School,  Blackamoor 

Numbers  at  the  end  of  the  year  are  as  follows :

Speech  Therapy  sessions  take  place  at  Blackamoor  Special  School  on  two 
mornings  each  week. 

The  children  attending  this  school  fall  within  the  normal  range  of  intelli- 
gence and,  in  consequence,  the  Speech  Therapy  case  load  is  very  similar  to 
that  found  in  the  clinics. 

There  are,  on  average,  about  12  children  receiving  regular  treatment  at 
any  one  time,  and  the  remainder  are  on  review,  being  brought  in  when  there 
are  gaps  in  the  regular  list  due  to  illness,  etc.  In  this  way  it  has  been  possible 
to  review  most  of  the  cases  at  least  once  a term. 
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Working  in  the  school  has  the  advantage  that  one  is  in  contact  with  other 
members  of  the  teaching  and  medical  staff  and  treatment  may  be  discussed 
with  them.  It  is  also  possible  for  children  to  be  seen  almost  as  soon  as  any 
problems  are  noticed  and  where  necessary  treatment  may  be  given  twice 
a week. 

On  the  other  hand,  contact  with  parents  is  difficult  to  maintain  and  very 
much  dependent  on  their  interest  and  willingness  to  contact  the  Speech 
Therapist  occasionally  to  discuss  their  child.

An  increase  in  the  number  of  pre-school  children  referred  for  Speech 
Therapy  resulted  in  setting  up  a play  group  scheme  where  selected 
children  of  similar  ages  and  abilities  attend  together.  Those  children  whose 
language  and  speech  development  is  delayed  are  encouraged  through  play 
therapy  to  talk  to  each  other  in  controlled  situations. 

The  Therapist  has  visited  all  the  schools  in  the  west  area  where  discussion 
with  teachers  about  individual  cases  has  proved  beneficial.  Due  to  the  large 
numbers  of  failures  to  attend  throughout  the  year,  the  speech  therapy  session 
was  started  in  December  at  Bentham  Road  Health  Centre  to  care  for  children 
who  live  in  that  area.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  result  in  better  attendance. 
The  majority  of  cases  are  similar  to  those  at  Larkhill,  namely  degrees  of 
language  disorder  associated  with  dyslalia.

The  therapist  has  continued  to  attend  regularly  at  Crosshill  for  2 weekly 
sessions  and  found  contact  with  the  staff  very  useful. 

It  will  be  noted  that  no  figures  are  given  for  the  Dame  Edith  Fox  Special 
School.  After  discussion  at  the  school  with  the  head  mistress  it  was  decided 
to  see  the  individual  child  and  parent  at  the  Health  Centre  as  facilities  at  the 
school  were  not  satisfactory.  Six  treatment  sessions  per  week  are  allowed  at 
Larkhill  for  these  children,  and  as  a session  becomes  vacant  it  is  filled  by  a 
child  from  the  school. 

This  same  procedure  now  applies  to  Lancashire  County  Council  children. 
A total  of  3 children  in  any  one  week  attend  at  each  Health  Centre  and  as  one 
of  these  places  becomes  vacant  it  is  filled  by  a County  child. 

Two  2nd-year  students  from  the  Elizabeth  Gaskell  College  in  Manchester 
have  continued  to  attend  weekly  for  clinical  experience. 

In  April,  Mrs.  Banks  and  Mrs.  Scott  attended  the  North  West  Area  Day- 
Training  Course  at  Liverpool.  The  subject  was  Language  and  Assessment 
and  included  a demonstration  of  the  new  Reynell  Test  of  Language. 

During  the  year  we  have  continued  to  meet  regularly  to  hold  discussions 
as  a team.

On  June  15th,  1970,  Mrs.  H.  R.  MacDonald  took  up  her  post  as  full  time 
Educational  Psychologist.  In  September,  Mrs.  P.  A.  Haworth  increased  her 
sessions  from  three  to  five  weekly.  Both  psychologists  divided  their  time 
between  Health  Centres  as  the  referrals  demanded.  A major  part  of  Mrs. 
Haworth’s  time  was  spent  in  school  visiting,  and  at  least  50%  of  Mrs. 
MacDonald’s  time.  The  remainder  was  spent  in  seeing  parents  and  children 
in  the  Health  Centres,  and  making  home  visits.  Mrs.  Haworth  in  particular 
kept  in  close  touch  with  the  two  new  special  remedial  classes  at  Audley  and 
and  Wensley  Fold. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  figures,  there  has  been  a big  increase  in  the  number 
of  referrals  in  the  last  six  months  of  the  year,  when  compared  to  the  whole  of 
1969.  Schools  and  other  interested  departments  were  informed  that  there 
would  be  more  opportunity  to  see  children  with  behaviour  and  emotional 
problems,  as  well  as  those  with  straightforward  educational  problems.  In 
fact,  most  children  were  still  referred  for  educational  reasons,  but  in  probably 
75%  of  these  cases,  it  was  found  that  the  educational  difficulties  were  only 
a symptom  of  some  emotional  disturbance  or  behaviour  difficulty.  For  example 
‘John”,  aged  eight,  was  referred  because  he  was  thought  to  be  educationally 
subnormal.  In  fact,  he  was  found  to  be  of  low  average  intelligence,  but  by  no 
means  working  up  to  his  potential.  Investigations  revealed  that  his  parents 
were  separated,  and  mother  was  having  difficulties  in  coping  on  her  own. 
“John”  was  nocturnally  enuretic,  “had  to  be  nagged”  by  his  mother  when 
she  wanted  him  to  do  anything,  and  was  receiving  very  little  positive  attention. 
As  a result,  he  was  insecure,  feeling  rejected  by  both  parents  and  therefore 
unable  to  concentrate  for  any  length  of  time,  thereby  affecting  his  schoolwork. 
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What  at  first  sight  appeared  to  be  a straightforward  educational  problem, 
was  in  fact  a problem  of  family  relationships,  resulting  in  an  emotionally 
disturbed  child. 

Similarly  with  the  sources  of  referral,  often  more  than  one  agency  has  been 
involved  in  the  referral,  so  that  the  figures  do  to  a certain  extent  conceal  the 
increased  contact  with  agencies  other  than  the  Health  Department  or  schools. 

In  view  of  the  numbers  referred,  priorities  had  to  be  made.  The  choice  was 
between  giving  maximum  time  to  each  case,  thus  building  up  a long  waiting 
list,  or  seeing  each  child  as  quickly  as  possible  and  giving  far  less  time  to  each. 
It  was  extremely  difficult  to  come  to  a conclusion,  but  it  was  felt  that  the  latter 
choice  was  preferable  for  the  time  being.  This  means  that  the  treatment  given  is 
minimal,  and  the  schools  are  relied  on  very  heavily  for  their  co-operation  in 
helping  many  of  the  children  referred.  Headteachers  and  their  staff  have 
co-operated  excellently  when  any  advice  or  suggestions  have  been  offered, 
as  indeed,  have  the  School  Medical  Officers  and  all  other  agencies.

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SECTION  THREE 


DENTAL  INSPECTION  AND  TREATMENT 

Report  by  the  Principal  Dental  Ofl&cer  Mr.  J.  Rigby 


During  1970  routine  dental  inspections  have  dropped  from  a total  of 
12,500  in  1969  to  approximately  7,850.  This  is  due  almost  entirely  to  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  inspections  carried  out  in  the  eastern  section  of 
the  town  covered  by  Larkhill  Health  Centre.  The  major  cause  for  this  drop 
in  inspections  is  the  amount  of  time  taken  in  attending  casual  patients,  which, 
in  turn  reduces  the  time  available  for  routine  treatment  and  inspection.  Indeed 
probably  one  in  four  patients  seen  at  Larkhill  Health  Centre  are  emergencies. 

Despite  this,  the  amount  of  conservative  treatment  carried  out  as  a whole 
compares  very  favourably  with  1969,  especially  when  the  number  of  extract- 
ions performed  in  1970  is  500  in  excess  of  the  previous  year. 

The  demand  for  regular  checks  continues  to  increase,  but  because  of  the 
reasons  mentioned  above,  we  have  been  obliged  to  refuse  these  requests  since 
by  accepting  them  we  are  cutting  down  still  more  on  routine  ordinary  treat- 
ment. As  in  other  branches  of  the  health  service,  only  the  provision  of  more 
additional  staff  will  remedy  the  situation,  a very  remote  possibility  at  the 
present  time. 

There  is  no  doubt,  in  my  mind  that,  with  the  provision  of  much  more 
suitable  accommodation  at  the  new  Health  Centres,  there  is  a greater  acceptance 
of  treatment.  Additionally,  the  complete  changeover  to  the  use  of  disposable 
needles  for  all  sorts  of  treatment  has  made  a major  contribution  in  this  respect, 
as  the  element  of  fear  always  present  in  dental  treatment  particularly  with 
children,  has  been  almost  overcome.  Twenty  or  thirty  years  ago  it  was  quite 
a common  occurrence  for  a parent  to  refuse  fillings  for  their  children.  Today 
it  is  almost  unknown. 

Oral  hygiene  appears  to  show  a steady  improvement,  despite  the  fact  that, 
owing  to  the  lack  of  opportunity,  very  little  Dental  Health  Education  is 
carried  out,  except,  may  be,  to  the  partially  converted  who  already  attend 
for  treatment. 

We  have  been  able  to  cut  down  the  waiting  time  for  treatment  of  Ortho- 
dontic cases  to  some  extent,  due  to  the  undertaking  of  extra  sessions  by  the 
Orthodontist,  but  there  is  still  a waiting  period  of  a few  months  before  actual 
treatment  can  be  started,  after  a case  has  been  referred  from  the  normal  clinic. 

A few  patients  have  been  passed  on  to  the  Consultant-Dental  Surgeon  at 
the  Infirmary  and  we  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  F.  T.  Monk  for  his  assistance 
in  these  cases. 

Finally,  I must  thank  all  staff  for  their  ready  help  in  any  task  undertaken — 
the  teachers  for  their  co-operation  at  inspections  and  the  ensuing  making 
of  appointments.

Of  the  thirty-six  admissions  fourteen  were  extra  district  children  who 
had  previously  attended  Tullyallan  school  at  Darwen.

Partially  Sighted  Unit — Blackamoor 

“The  year  began  with  15  children  on  roll,  9 girls  and  6 boys  with  an  age 
range  of  5 to  15  years.  During  the  year  4 boys  were  admitted  and  2 girls  left. 
Thus  the  number  on  roll  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  17,  7 girls  and  10  boys 
with  an  age  range  of  5 to  16+ years.  Of  the  two  girls  who  left,  one  moved  to 
another  town  and  the  other,  a Bolton  child,  went  to  a residential  school 
because  of  inadequacy  of  the  home  conditions. 

In  my  last  report  I referred  at  some  length  to  the  acute  lack  of  space  in  the 
present  set-up.  Whilst  not  wishing  to  belabour  the  point  unduly,  I must, 
however,  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  such  conditions  do  lead  to  no  small 
amount  of  frustration  on  the  part  of  the  teaching  staff,  and  the  efficient 
running  of  the  Unit  as  a whole  is  somewhat  impaired. 

I welcomed  the  visit  of  the  Orthoptist,  Miss  Watt,  in  June,  since  this 
proved  most  helpful.  I would  hope  that  further  visits  can  be  arranged  regu- 
larly because  it  is,  at  least,  some  form  of  liaison  between  the  Consultant 
Ophthalmologists  and  ourselves  which  has  hitherto  been  lacking.  The  ideal 
arrangement  would  be  for  direct  contact  with  these  gentlemen  either  in  the 
form  of  consultation  before  the  admission  of  children  or  visits  to  the  Unit. 
In  other  parts  of  the  country  such  arrangements  are  the  rule  rather  than  the 
exception. 

In  conclusion  my  thanks  are  due  to  the  Speech  Therapist  and  the  Physio- 
therapist. Both  these  ladies  are  doing  much  for  the  three  or  four  children  who 
are  in  need  of  their  services.

Crossbill  School 

“The  year  began  with  174  children  on  roll,  still  with  boys  and  girls  in  the 
ratio  of  2 to  1 as  follows  the  national  distribution.  During  the  year  37  children 
left  of  whom  18  found  employment.  1 1 children  were  transferred  to  residential 
or  approved  schools,  reinforcing  the  fact  that  the  school  has  additional 
problems  to  those  presented  by  slow  learners.  There  was  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  children  who  showed  degrees  of  non-adjustment  in  home,  school 
and  general  social  situations.  This  is  born  out  by  1)  an  increase  in  pupils 
who  were  referred  for  further  enquiries  at  the  Health  Centre  and  2)  an 
increase  in  the  pupils  who  were  involved  in  Court  proceedings.  Many  of 
these  are  the  result  of  either  parental  apathy  or  inability  to  understand  the 
problems  of  disturbed  children. 

As  well  as  normal  internal  and  external  educational  development,  the  school 
continued  to  enjoy  success  and  social  contact  with  other  Special  Schools, 
especially  through  sporting  events  involving  a whole  range  of  activities. 

Liaison  with  other  departments  continued  in  a quiet  but  effective  manner. 
The  dependable  way  in  which  this  proceeds  is  much  appreciated  as  it  adds 
greatly  to  the  way  in  vt^hich  the  school  fulfills  its  function.

Co-operation 

Teachers,  parents  and  School  Welfare  Officers  have  fully  co-operated 
in  the  work  of  the  School  Medical  department.  To  them  my  thanks  are 
expressed. 


Employment  of  Children  and  Young  Persons. 

School  Medical  Officers  examined  1379  children  for  employment  during 
the  year. 

Two  hundred  and  forty-five  children  (173  boys  and  72  girls)  were  licensed 
for  employment  out  of  school  hours ; no  children  were  licensed  to  take  part 
in  entertainments. 


National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children 

During  1970  it  was  my  privilege  and  a pleasure  to  take  an  active  interest 
in  the  welfare  of  188  Blackburn  children  of  school  age,  plus  a further  198 
under  school  age.  In  30  cases  the  families  were  referred  to  me  by  officials  of 
local  authority,  and  in  35  cases  the  parents  referred  themselves  to  seek  aid 
and  advice  for  a variety  of  reasons.  I venture  to  suggest  that  the  latter  figure 
indicates  that  the  N.S.P.C.C.  has  been  successful  in  overcoming  the  old 
image  of  “The  Cruelty  Man”  and  that  the  Society  is  now  regarded  as  an 
Agency  where  help  can  be  obtained. 

The  nature  of  the  problems  or  reasons  for  referral  vary  considerably  and 
the  following  are  but  a few  examples :

In  broad  terms,  the  cases  were  treated  in  one  of  three  ways.  The  majority  of 
the  families  received  support  and  supervision  until  this  was  no  longer  required. 
In  other  cases,  the  family  were  best  helped  by  referring  them  to  a more 
appropriate  agency.  Thirdly,  it  is  sometimes  necessary  to  protect  children  by 
removing  them  to  places  of  safety  and  subsequently  bringing  them  before  a 
Juvenile  court  as  being  in  need  of  care  and  protection.  This  action  applied  to 
8 children  during  1970,  5 of  whom  were  committed  to  the  care  of  the  local 
authority.  The  remaining  3 children  were  allowed  to  return  home  subject  to 
3 year  supervision  orders  and  I was  appointed  to  supervise  on  behalf  of  the 
courts. 
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The  N.S.P.C.C.  constantly  reviews  and  evaluates  its  role  in  the  community, 
and  we  try  to  improve  our  methods  of  working  to  meet  changing  needs.  One 
of  the  most  recent  improvements  in  our  Organisation  has  been  the  setting  up 
of  “Group  Working”  and  a “Group  Office”  at  No.  10  Strawberry  Bank, 
Blackburn,  Tel.  No.  62556.  Blackburn  itself  is  now  the  focal  point  of  our 
North  East  Lancs.  Group  which  includes  my  colleagues  at  Burnley,  Accring- 
ton, Rochdale,  and  Bolton.  This  grouping  has  enabled  me  to  establish  daily 
and  weekend  duty  officer  rotas,  thus  providing  the  24  hour  availability  of 
which  we  have  always  boasted. 

Finally  may  I take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
invaluable  help  and  support  by  officials  of  the  Local  Authority  during  1970.

Report  on  Physical  Education 

I am  indebted  to  the  Director  of  Education  for  the  following  report  on 
Physical  Education. 

“Interest  in  the  Secondary  Schools  in  Education  for  Leisure  increases 
yearly  and  older  girls  and  boys  are  fortunate  to  have  a variety  of  activities 
from  which  to  choose  in  games  periods  and  in  extra-curricula  clubs.  P.E. 
specialist  teachers  and  many  other  members  of  staff  devote  much-out-of 
school  time  to  teaching  and  coaching  these  activities. 

Keen  competition  is  shown  in  team  games  in  all  schools,  and  many  matches, 
leagues  and  sports  events  are  arranged.  Progress  in  gymnastics  and  Primary 
School  P.E.  is  maintained,  often  in  difficult  conditions  in  older  schools  where 
space  is  inadequate. 

On  the  whole  children  strip  or  change  for  physical  activities  but  there  is 
still  a small  percentage  for  whom  parents  seem  unwilling  to  provide  suitable 
foot  gear  or  clothing. 

As  usual,  attendance  at  the  swimming  baths  for  instruction  has  been  good. 
An  increased  number  of  certificates  for  Length  and  Progress  were  awarded 
and  all  First  Year  Secondary  School  Children  examined  for  the  Royal  Life 
Saving  Society  Elementary  Certificate  gained  the  award.”
